Archdeacon Farrar draws a 
dark picture of the extent and the results 
of this traffic, which it seems impossible 
to subject to proper legal control, 50 long 
as it is ‘‘strongin the influence of wealthy 
capitalists’? and ‘brewers and gin distil- 
lers are freely elevnted to the house of 
lords,’? just as in this country every at- 
termpt to restrict the trade is resisted by 
politicians who owe their nominations to 
barroom caucuses, and their election to 
saloon keepers’ money, Cardinal Man- 


| ning dcclares that ‘the whole land is suf- 


fering from the direct or indirect power of 
the drink trade,” which ‘wrecks millions 
of men, women and children,” and if not 
brought under by the will of the people, 
will be the ‘downfall’ of England.
